Freedom and Responsibility 


One of the m<v-t obvious things about 


racial tensions in both the \orth and South 
is the importance of rational, intelligent 
and moderate leadership. This is as im- 
portant on the, Negro side as it is on the 
white, and the importance will grow. And 
as President Kennedy said in his speech 
last week, this is a national and not a 
"sectional" issue. 


Universities and colleges in Georgia 


and South Carolina have been peacefully 
integrated although those states are just 
as much a part of the "Deep South" as are 
Mississippi and Alabama. The white lead- 
ership in Georgia 
and 
South Carolina 


recognized either the Tightness of deseg- 
regation, or at least its inevitability. Negro 
leadership cooperated in sending capable 
students to the. campuses. 


But Mississippi is still reaping the har- 


vest of Gov. Harriett's neglect and indeed 
his incitement to violence at Oxford. And 
while Gov. Wallace did strive to maintain 
peace and order in Alabama, he had had 
Barnett's sorry example to profit by and 
the peace and order was maintained by 
men with guns rather than by his leader- 
ship. It is to the credit of the people of 
Alabama, especially the students at, the 
university, that their allegiance to respon- 
sibility was greater than that of the man 
they put into the governor's chair last fall, 


'it is likely that we shall look back on 


this period as one of the ma.ior crises in 
American history. This is not merely be- 
cause there has been a considerable change 
in a t t i t u d e toward the Negro, both official- 
ly and individually. It is because there is a 
threat of anarchy on both sides—a chance 
that the forces of law and order may break 
down—a danger that the principles of law 
which are the major protections of all 
Americans may be overridden.

The Forestry Program 


Doubtless the timing of the conserva- 


tion department officer's comment before 
the legislative finance committee recently 
was unhappy, but it is worth some notice 
that the fiscal base of the state's forestry 
program has been slipping steadily. 


Mr. Sprecher of the department noted 


that, the forestry program, of all of the 
services of his agency, has been held to a 
spending base that has been virtually static 
in recent years while most of the depart- 
ment's other services have been enlarged, 
at least to the extent of overcoming the 
inflation of their regular costs. 


The reason is that the forestry service 


is tied to the receipts of the forestry tax, 
and that the tax base has not been enlarged 
rapidly enough to keep pace either with 
the department's wishes in forestry effort, 
or with the advance in real costs in recent 
years. What was an adequate return, from 
the modest two-tenths of a mill levy 10 or 
20 years ago, produces less in relation to 
the economy today. 


We have no illusions about the willing- 


ness of the legislature to give more than. 
passing notice to this situation now. given 
the far more urgent problem of finding 
the money to maintain operating services 
of more popular concern, including the 
schools and colleges. 


Yet it is regrettable. In the long view 


tional Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People in Mississippi was a cold- 
blooded attempt to maintain white suprem- 
acy by terrorism. But in Maryland Negroes 
attempted to set fire to stores belonging to 
white people, and five white men were 
wounded by shotgun fire. A minister in 
New York threatened "massive acts of civil 
disobedience all over the nation" if the 
United States Senate employs the filibuster 
to delay action on civil rights legislation. 
Even the Negroes who marched on the city 
hall in Boston and the children in Birming- 
ham who were encouraged to defy school 
regulations are using a dubious course to 
improve protections of equal opportunities 
under the laws. 


The violence urged in some Black Mus- 


lim sects and the stereotype of the white 
man as portrayed by James Baldwin repre- 
sent the exasperation of the Negro toward 
the slow progress of the last century. But 
it is not likely to help at this stage. Vio- 
lence has a tragic way of breeding more 
of the same until revulsion brings a sort of 
exhausted peace. It is not the kind of 
peace we would want in the United States, 
with what would probably be a reaction 
in favor of order at the inevitable expense 
of individual liberty. 


The Negro can hardly be blamed for 


his frustration. But efforts to force equal 
opportunities by recourse to violence or by 
ignoring the threats to law and order 
which exist in such communities as Wash- 
ington and Chicago because of the large 
increases in Negro population will bring 
neither better relations between the races 
nor true justice for all. 


It is true that liberty must sometimes 


be won by force. But it can really be held 
and maintained only by responsible accept- 
ance of the duties that accompany it. That 
will be the major problem for both black 
and white in the decades ahead.
